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The prior art, either singly or in combinations, fails to anticipate or render obvious a 
plasma treatment apparatus comprising: a pair of parallel electrode plates having a plurality of 
through holes; an insulating member having a plurality of through holes, which is disposed 
between the electrode plates such that positions of the through holes of the electrode plates 
correspond to the positions of file through holes of the insulating member; a gas supply means 
configured to supply a plasma generation gas into a plurality of discharge spaces formed by the 
through holes of the electrode plates and the through holes of the insulating member; and voltage 
applying means configured to apply a voltage between the electrode plates to 
generate plasmas of the plasma generation gas simultaneously in the discharge spaces, wherein 
each of the corresponding through holes in the electrode plates and insulating member are 
coaxial, and wherein the electrode plates are embedded in the insulating member.
